Tonight the victorious Yanks started 
mopping up the last remnants'of the nozi garrison, 
trapped on the outskirts. 
The capture of the first major German city, a gateway 
to the Ruhr, was completed at 3:30 p. m. (9:30 a. m. C. W. T.)

T 
h e absence of real resistance to the landing of .American troops 
on three beachheads at Ley te surprised many observ ers, but is 
quite understandable. Once again the J aps had been caught napping, 
ev en though they had a three-day adv ance notice of wliat was to 
occur. All ev idence points to the fact that the jittery Nipponese, 
after many day s of air bombardment, believ ed that Dav oa. on the 
southern island of Minandao, was being softened up for in^'asion and 
had concentrated a large number of their troops and heav y guns in 
that area. But. as in Hollandia, Bougainv ille and New BriUin. Gen. 
MacArthur neatly by -passed the concentrations and proceeded to 
cut the islands directly in half. The J ap troops on Mindanao are 
now in an unenv iable position. They hav e no sea power with which 
to keep open lines of supply , and their air power in the entire 
Philippines apparently has been cut to a shadow of what it once 
wat. There w ill he heav y fighting, of course, before the occupation 
of the Philippines is complete, but MacArthur's maneuv er haa re­ 
duced the risks by a large percentage. 


GENERAL MACARTHUR'S HEADQUARTERS, 
Philippines, Oct. 20—(AP)—Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
landed powerful invasion forces in the heart of the 
Philippines, announced to the people of the archi­ 
pelago "I have returned" and called upon them to 
"rise and strike" their Japanese conquerors. 
Ground forces poured ashore in Leyte gulf from 
a huge convoy under protection of a terrific naval 
and air bombardment, quickly seized three strong 
beachheads along Leyte island's east coast and 
split in half Japan's defenses on the archipelago. 
While they pressed inland toward the fertile valleys 
Gen . 
MacArthur took to the air in a broadcast over tlie "Voice of 
Freedom" radio, telling the people he had fulfilled his two and 
a half year old vow to return. 
MacArthur told the Filipinos their president, Sergio Os­

This plan, presumably worked out at a meeting, long ago. of Ger­ 
man, J apanese and Italian leaders at Berchtesgaden, inv olv ed the 
setting of elaborate underwater traps, including mines, in all bar- 
bors and along beaches; a rather thin line of armored defense, 
with the heav y concentrations held back for annihilation of the 
landing force« after they began their march inland. 
Howev er, 
all mines and traps, as at Normandy , were rendered impotent 
by adv ance mine-sweepers and underwater engineers, in the 
Ley te landings. 
Terrific surface and air bombardment made

It was no t clear whether the intensive bo mbard­ 
ment o f Aachen had reduced the cathedral there 
to ruins.

Guerrilla Band s, Still Intact 
May Aid

When the saga of guerrilla 
warfare against the Japanese 
in the Philippines is written 
after the war, hundreds of 
names of heroic Americans 
and 
Filipinos 
must 
be 
in­ 
scribed on the roll of those 
who faced death constantly as 
the-y battled against the in­ 
vaders. 
During the y ears the enemy has 
been in co ntro l o f America’s pre­ 
war western Pacific o utpo st, by 
his o wn admissio n, he has no t 
been able to stamp o ut the guer­ 
rillas who have made Japanese 
life there a thing o f uncertainty . 
Fo r reaso ns o f security there 
are many things abo ut the guer­ 
rillas that canno t be to ld at this 
time. 
Yet we kno w they have 
been effective and that they have 
clung to certain areas in spite o f 
desperate Japanese effo rts. 
So me o f the guerrilla bands are 
made up o f American so ldiers 
and sailo rs and their Filipino fo l­ 
lo wers. Others are purely Fili­ 
pino . Still o thers, led by Filipino s, 
co ntain American 
service 
men 
and civilians. At least o ne band 
was led by an American o ld- 
timer, a fo rmer army o fficer. 
The guerrillas have been so 
successful in so me secto rs that the 
Japanese dare no t use certain 
highway s. 
In o thers they have 
disrupted railro ad traffic, sabo ­ 
taged shipping and killed o ff Jap­ 
anese o utpo sts.
